A Rock Crusher Causes Some 
Discussion. 


THE SEWER SYSTEM DELAYED. 


Appointments of the New City Offi­ 
cers Confirmed—The Health 
Officer H atter. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President K uhrts in the Chair and 
Councilmen Earl, Hanley, Ford, Bryant, 
Cohn, 
McNally, 
Barrett, 
Threlkeld, 
Shafer, 
Bosbyshell, 
Moriarty, 
H um ­ 
phreys and Wilson, present. 
Mayor Bryson sent m a message stating 
th at he had appointed E. F . Kubel as his 
clerk, and asked that the appointment 
be confirmed. 
On motion of Mr. Hum­ 
phreys the appointm ent was ratified. 
Mr. Cohn introduced a resolution re­ 
questing 
Senator S. M. W hite 
and 
Assemblyman J. M. Damron to present 
the new City Charter to the Legislature 
and to use every endeavor to have it 
adopted. 
Unanimously adopted. 
Mr. Wilson introduced a resolution 
providing that as the Police Committee 
has no duties to perform, the Charter 
transferring its powers to the Police Com­ 
missioners, the Committee be abolished. 
Adopted. 
Chief of Police Benedict reported that 
he had not removed the fence across Los 
Angeles street, because there was an in­ 
junction from the Superior Court pre­ 
venting the same. 
Received and filed. 
Mr. Cohn moved th at the new Chief of 
Police be instructed to remove the fence. 
According to the decision of the Court 
the city had paid out a large amount 
of money 
for 
the 
opening of the 
street, and if it was not opened the 
S 
roperty owners wanted their money 
ack. The motion was carried. 
The official bonds of M. F. Stiles, City 
Auditor, and ex-officio Clerk of 
the 
Conncil; Terence 
Cooney, Chief of 
Police; J . H. Dockweiler,City Surveyor; 
J. W. Drown, Superintendent of Streets; 
M athew Carr, ZaDjero, having been ap­ 
proved by the Finance Committee, were 
approved by the Council and ordered 
forwarded to the Mayor for his approval. 
The Fire Commissioners recommended 
that Chas. 
E. 
Miles be 
appointed 
Assistant Engineer of the Fire Depart­ 
m ent. 
Adopted. 
A communication was received from 
Contractor Porter, asking to be allowed 
to maintain a rock crusher on the corner 
of Winston and Main streets. 
He called 
attention to the fact that two other con­ 
tractors had been allowed to keep their 
crnsherB at work and thought it would 
be an injustico to force him to move. 
Mr. Cohn said that he had introduced 
the ordinance which provided that a 
rock crusher could not be placed in 
the residence portion of the city without 
the consent of three-quarters of the 
property owners in the block. 
If the 
roan bad the consent of the property 
owners he could stay. 
He moved that 
the m atter be referred to the Board of 
Public Works to prepare an ordinance 
repealing the present ordinance. 
Lost. 
Mr. Hum phreys moved that the City 
Attorney be instructed to draw up an 
ordinance repealing the present ordi­ 
nance in relation to stone crushers. 
Ruled out of order. 
Assistant City Attorney Dunn stated 
that the power of perm itting the stone 
crusher tp stay rested with the Mayor. 
Captain Barrett said that he would go 
with the Contractor and the Mayor and 
Mr. K uhrts and he thought that the 
property owners could be induced to 
withdraw their protest. This arrange 
ment was satisfactory and the m atter 
was dropped. 
The Board of H ealth recommended 
that the limits where the num ber of 
«owe kept is two, be extended, but a 
num ber of objections being interposed 
the m atter was referred back to the 
Board of Health. 
A contract with John Farrell for the 
removal of dead animals was read and 
on recommendation of the Board of 
H ealth was approved. 
Mr. Knox appeared on behalf of Dan 
Kevane, who asked that hie contract for 
burying dead animals be approved. 
It was stated that he had been too 
dilatory in presenting his contract and 
bond. 
The Board of H ealth reported that Dr. 
J . W. Reese was the choice of the ma­ 
jority of the Board for Health Officer. 
Dr. Bryant submitted a minority report 
recommending L. S. Thompson. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the majority re­ 
port be adopted. 
Mr. Threlkeld moved that the minority 
report be adopted. 
The roll-call on the minority report 
resulted in its adoption. 
The Board of H ealth recommended 
that Dr. J. J . Choate be appointed Police 
Surgeon. 
Adopted. 
Mr. Cobn called altentiou to the fact 
that licenses had been collected from 
only sixty-five cars in the city, and he 
moved that action be taken to commence 
a suit against such companies as have 
not paid the licenses on their cars to for­ 
feit their franchises. He said that sev­ 
eral lines have not paid licenses on their 
cars. H is motion was carried. 
A rece68was then taken until In If past 
1 o’clock. 


A f t e r n o o n N e n lo n . 
Mr. Cohn called attention to the fact 
that the action of the Council at the 


m o r n iD g session in reference to the 
H ealth Officer had not been according to 
law, and he moved that it be stricken 
out. 
The Council, under the Charter, 
had no right to elect a Health Officer. 
This duty devolved upon the Board of 
H ealth, and the Council only confirmed 
its choice. There could be no majority 
and minority report of the Board of 
H ealth. The man elected by the Board 
of H ealth majority should be the only 
one brought before the Council. 
Mr. Threlkeld moved that the action 
at the morning session be reconsidered. 
City Attorney Daly stated th at the 
Council had no right to act upon the 
m inority report. 
Mr. Cohn’s motion to strike out was 
carried, and the whole matter was re­ 
ferred back to the Board of Health. 
A petition was presented by the Kuhrts 
street residents asking that action be 
taken to force the street car company to 
transfer people at the junction of the 
Olive street and Kuhrts streets lines. 
Referred to the City Attorney, and the 
Clerk was instructed to notify the com­ 
pany to carry out the provisions of its 
franchise. 
Tax Collector Thompson presented the 
name of O. C. Smith, whom he had 
appointed as License Inspector. 
Oapiain Barrett wanted to know how 
the Tax Collector could appoint the 
License Inspector, and the matter was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 
Air. Cobn said that the appointment 
rested with the Tax Collector, and he 


moved th at the appointment be con­ 
firmed. Carried. 
Street Superintendent Drown sent in 
tl-.e following appointments, which were 
confirmed: 
W. R. 6tephenson, W. R. 
Lewis and Phil Gaffey. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
that the city ordinances be compiled and 
published. Adopted. 
Recommended that the City Treasurer 
be allowed an assistant to assist him in 
preparing his report.

The Finance Committee recommended 
that the City Assessor be allowed two 
deputies for the months of January and 
February. 
Mr. Cohn objected to the employment 
of deputies until the time for commenc­ 
ing the assessment on the 1st cf March. 
Mr. Fisher said that there was a nec­ 
essity for men to do the preliminary 
work. If he was not given deputies he 
could not make a just and equitable 
assessment. The recommendation was 
denied.

The annual reportsof the City Auditor, 
Street Superintendent and Librarian 
were received and referred to a special 
committ^» consisting of Messrs. Wilson, 
Moriarty and Shafer. 
The proposition of J. C. Merrill to 
take charge of the sewage and conduct it 
to the ocean by way oí the San Gabriel 
river was read and filed. 
The Sewer Committee recommended 
that the supplemental proposition made 
by the Pacific Sewerage Company be ac­ 
cepted in so far as it relates to the first 
filtering and disposing bed or works for 
$25,000, as named herein for the San 
Pedro street sewage, to take all sewer 
m atter that does or may be run to this 
point by the ci4y. The price for the use 
of said sewage water for irrigation to be 
regulated hereafter by the Board of 
Supervisors, eaid Pacific Company to 
give a bond to said city in the sum of 
$26,000, satisfactory to this Council for 
all the faithful performance of their con­ 
tracts, the city to have the right to order 
said second and third filtering bed if so 
desired in the future at the prices and 
terms of paym ent nam ed in said supple­ 
mental proposition. 
The proposition as published on W ed­ 
nesday last in the H e r a l d was read. 
Mr.’Threlkeld wanted to know if there 
was a contract between the city and the 
Pacific Sewerage Company. 
Captain Barrett replied that the com­ 
pany had no contract with the city ap­ 
proved by the Council or the Mayor. 
President Kuhrts stated that the only 
contract the city has is with the South 
Side Irrigation Company. 
Captain Barrett said that this last 
proposition provided for the erection of 
the works before any money is paid. 
Mr. Wilson asked that all the proposi­ 
tions before the Council be read. 
He 
understood that there had been several 
propositions presented, and he thought 
they ought to be read. 
Mr. Shafer argued in favor of the adop­ 
tion of the system. 
Mr. Threlkeld said that it seemed to be 
an effort to fasten the West sewer system 
on the city. 
As far as he was concerned, 
he was in favor of an outfall to the ocean, 
and would rather spend $10,000 fora real 
thing than $1 on an experiment. 
Mr. Bosbyshell Baid that the works, if 
erected, need not be paid for ii they were 
not satisfactory. 
Captain Barrett wanted to know where 
the money was to come from to build an 
outfall sewer. The bonds would not sell. 
A proposition to construct an outfall 
sewer for two miles to sewer farm from 
E. W. Reed & Company was read. 
Mr. Wilson moved thatall propositions 
be referred to the Sewer Committee and 
a special committee of three. 
Messrs. Wilson, Bryant and Threlkeld 
ware appointed as the special committee. 
The City Surveyor was instruced to 
show the lines of the different sewer 
routes proposed to the special committee. 
The Gas Committee submitted the fol­ 
lowing report:

The proposal of the company 
contemplates running the lights upon 
the moonlight schedule. 
If run upon 
the all-night schedule the prices would 
be increased proportionally. 
The re­ 
port was adopted. 
Mr. Bosbyshell resigned 
from 
the 
Special Committee on Reservoir No. 4, 
and Mr. Wilson was appointed in bis 
stead. 
The Land Committee recommended 
that the petition of the Board of Educa­ 
tion for an exchange of land be granted. 
Adopted. 
Mr. H umphreys offered an ordinance 
amending the ordinance upon stone- 
crushers. 
Referred to the Board of Pub­ 
lic Works. 
The Bridge Committee asked for a 
wpek further time in the m atter of the 
Aurora street bridge. Granted. 
The committee also recommended that 
planB be drawn for a bridge across the 
Arroyo Seco. Adopted. 
City Attorney McFarland reported that 
he had appointed W. E. Dunn and A. 
Crncher as his assistants. Appointments 
confirmed. 
Bids for sidewalking Oak street were 
received from D. Mulrein, Gray Brothers 
and Armstrong A Co., and were referred 
to the Board of Public Works. 
The Special Building Committee rec­ 
ommended that the contractor be granted 
an extension of tim e until August 1st. 
So ordered. 
A recommendation that a part of the 
City H all lot be used for an engine house 
w h s received and filed.

Tue Chinese have heretofore done most 
of the manual—unskilled—labor of the 
Coast. This applies to domestic occupa­ 
tions, such as are usually filled by girls 
in the East, as well as field work on the 
farm or in the orchard. The cook, the 
chambermaid, the washerwoman and the 
gardener has usually been a Chinaman 
in California. 
The supply of unskilled labor was not 
fully adequate to the dem and before the 
exclusion of the Chinese. It is now very 
inadequate. There will be much difli 
culty next sum m er to get the work done. 
Girls for household duties are now worth 
$20 to $25 per month. 
Men get $1.50 a 
day nearly all the year round. There is 
a good deal of discussion going on at the 
moment, the purpose of which is to get 
more laborers into this section. There 
are about 25,000 wage-earners now in the 
State. 
Skilled labor is in larger supply than 
the unsRilled. The following table, taken 
from the report of Labor Commissioner 
John J. Tobin, shows how the Trades- 
Unions are represented in this city :

The banking strength of a community 
is perhaps as good a gauge of its pros­ 
perity and stability as any. 
If this is 
so, then Los Angeles, her suburbs, the 
whole of Los Angeles county, and for 
that mattei all the counties ot Southern 
California, are in a very prosperous con­ 
dition, and in a very stable situation. 
And the savings banks of a communi­ 
ty are the best test of prosperity and 
progress. 
Los Angeles city has two 
Savings banks, both young but vigorous 
institutions. 
Taking next the commercial banks of 
the whole section, including the counties 
of Los Angeles, Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
San Bernardino and San Diego and their 
financial strength is prodigious, as the 
following exhibit will show: 
San Diego has one well established sav­ 
ings bank. 
Full details of all these will 
be found below. W ith these are grouped 
the Commercial, Private and National 
Hanks of the section. The array of 
figures is B im ply prodigious. 


HISTORY OF BANKING IN THIS CITY. 
Following is a short history of banking 
in Los Angeles: 
The oldest bank in the 
city is the Farm ers and M erchants. 
It 
w as organized in 1871 and incorporated 
on the 12th of February of that year. 
It 
was founded by Mr. J . W. Heilman, 
who has been at the head from that day 
to this. 
He had been connected with 
the banking institutions of the city for 
several years previous to th at date. 
It 
is a proud thought for him that his bank 
stands to-day the second in the State, be­ 
ing surpassed only by the great Cali­ 
fornia Bank of San Francisco. 
Then comes the Los Angeles County 
Bank, incorporated in May, 1874. Col. 
John E. Plater is the President of the 
bank, which enjoys an exceptional popu­ 
larity in the community. 
In 1886, November (5th, the East Side

T h e Old a n d th e N ew Y'ear a« 
l,o* A ngele»—“ E x celsio r.” 
In the annual review of the events of 
the year the columns of the H e r a l d will 
be fouud very complete this morning. 
As a brief record and chronicle of the 
times to-day’s issue of this journal will 
be surpassed nowhere in the United 
States—a statem ent which m eans that it 
■will not be surpassed in the world, for 
the United 8tates, the prem ier nation of 
m ankind, is easily first in all efforts of 
journalistic enterprise. 
Of late this journal has not cared to be 
very assertive about this region, not be­ 
cause we doubted its outcome but be­ 
cause we desired to be very conBarvative 
in our utterances. 
The H e r a l d has

Los Angeles is destined to be one of 
the half doien phenomenal cities of the 
world’s history. 
It is on the exact par­ 
allels of latitude which have recorded all 
the sensational developments of luxury 
and wealth known in the world’s annals, 
and it is already one of the great railway 
centers of both America and the world. 
A ’dobie town ten years ago, it is already 
a city which challenges comparison with 
any municipality at home or abroad. 
Having already achieved half the pop­ 
ulation of the city and connty of San 
Francisco in a competition which has 
only lasted seriously five years, 
we 
risk nothing in predicting that, in the 
next decade, Los Angeles will pass San 
Francisco 
both in 
population 
and 
wealth. 
In fact, we advise the capital-

in its latest prediction, grounding itself 
upon previsions approved in the out­ 
come of the past, fearlessly places Los 
Angeles city and county ahead of the city 
and county of San Francisco in wealth, 
population and all standards of progress 
when the census of 1900 shall be com­ 
piled.

G ilbert a n d S u lliv a n ’» L m t C oin­ 
p o sitio n . 
Every part of the Opera House was 
filled last night on the occasion of pro­ 
ducing here for the first time the new 
operetta of G ilbert and Sullivan, The 
Yeoman of [the tiuard. The plot has 
been 
already given in the H era ld. 
It 
is 
simple 
and 
not 
strikiugly 
original. 
Indeed, 
if 
it 
was 
not 
tik en bodily from Don Cxsar de Bazan, 
it is a very close plagiarism of the story 
of that piece. Substitute the part of 
“ M aritana,” “ the mime th at treads the 
measure,” for “ Elsie M aynard,” aud 
tnat of ‘‘Don C.'csar” for “ Col. Fairfax,” 
and you have the argum ent of both pro­ 
ductions. 
But wheu we come to the 
respectivo merits of the dram a and the 
operetta there is no comparison. The 
dialogue in the former is sprirkling and 
full of genuine w it; in 
the 
latter 
it is generally tame, 
with here and 
there 
u 
sparkle 
of 
humor 
that 
would be explosive if new. Gilbert 
haB certainly achieved the very worst of 
his literary work in the Yeoman of the 
Guard, and that is putting it mildly. I 
wonld seem that success has made tbeer* 
authors reckless; for certainly they u. 
have presumed on their former favor witn 
the public if they thought they could sat­ 
isfy discriminating people with a !on^ 
tw’o-act piece without change of scene 
The 
music 
and 
the 
story would 
require to possess unusual m erit to offset 
so glaring a defect. 
Their operetta, 
however, possesses the least possible 
m erit in either particular. 
As Don 
Ctesar de Bazan furnished the plot, so 
'Ihe Mikado furnished the music, and 
where whole passages are not taken 
almost without change from the Japanese 
mine, they are 
varied so 
slovenly 
as 
to 
bear 
all 
the 
earm arks 
of their origin. If the Yeoman, etc., had 
been produced under any other author­ 
ship, we would not have hesitated to 
have charged its producers with bold and 
flagrant plagiarism, and it becomes anice 
question as to the kind of offense it is 
to palm 
off 
as 
original 
w hat is 
stale, even though it originally belonged 
to the palmers. 
The authors are at least 
amenable to the suspicion that they 
have pumped their well dry, when they 
give us the same fluid over again. 
We 
doubt whether there is a single bar of 
music in this whole operetta that will 
fix itself in the popular ear. 
Some of 
t e choruses are lovely, and show that 
Sullivan could have 
struck 
bis old 
vein if 
he had not been ham perel 
by a really uninspiring piece of literary 
groundwork. 
Miss Abbott made all 
that was to be made oat of the »6!e of 
“ Elsie,” but to use a common phrase 
there was nothing in it. 
She sang well 
and acted w ell; but there was nothing 
behind it all to give character and effect 
to 
her 
fine 
voice 
and 
histrionic 
ability. 
The 
whole 
work 
is 
an 
elaborated 
trifle, 
and 
tbe 
fillings 
are jejune 
and 
commonplace. 
Mr. 
Prue’.te gave us some good low-comedy 
acting in his character of head-jiiler, and 
Mr. Broderick gave us a colorless person­ 
ation of the colorless character of “ Ser­ 
geant M eryll.” Miss Bertini.as his daugh­ 
ter, was interesting. 
It is useless to 
further particularize. 
All did the best 
they could under the circumstances, but 
there 
was 
so 
little 
in 
the 
cir­ 
cumstances 
that 
their efforts 
were 
barren of results. 
We may, perhaps, 
re-form some of our conclusions on see­ 
ing the Yeoman a second tim e; but our 
disappointm ent is such that we cannot 
doubt th a t our first impression is the 
correct one. 
At the matinée to-day the company 
will 
present 
Planquette’s 
charm iD g 
operetta of The Chimes of N orm andy; 
and in the evening they will render 
Donizetti’s beautiful opera of Lucia. 
U n cle T am ’s C abin. 
Quite a large audience witnessed the 
first production of Uncle Tom's Cabin at 
the Los Angeles Theatre last night. The 
performance was better than the usual 
Uncle Toni's Cabin Companies generally 
give, and the audience seemed to enjoy 
it greatly.

C h ic a g o, December 31.—The move­ 
ments of a new company that is prepar­ 
ing to build a line of railroad from Sioux 
City through Nebraska and Wyoming to 
Ogden, Utah, and which is alleged to he 
in the interest of the Illinois Central to 
aflord this company a western outlet from 
Sioux Citv, have stirred up the Union 
Pacific.

The Union ¡Pacific man­ 
agers claim they will be forced to build 
the new line in order to protect their 
business in northwestern Nebraska. It 
is claimed that the Chicago and North­ 
western will join hands with the Union 
Pacific to concentrate the trade of that 
section.

The petition was filed by tho 
Farmers' Loan and Mortgage Company, 
creditors of the company. The bill al 
leges failure to pay any interest, that it 
is insolvent. 
The indebtedness on 
which the suit is brought is the first issue 
of bonds of the amount of $7,000,000. 
On this is accrued interest of $330,000. 
The Baltimore and Ohio road, repre­ 
sented in the action, acquiesced in the 
proceedings. It has a claim for $330,000 
interest. A judgment waB entered some 
time ago against the company for $1,500,- 
000 in favor of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
company. The bonded indebtedness of 
the road is $14,705,000. Unpaid coupons 
due amount to $710,842, with interest 
from the time they fell due. The earn­ 
ings of the road since its oiganization 
have fallen short of meeting the fixed 
charges in the sum of $232,000. Its in­ 
debtedness in interest warrants daring 
the proceedings for organization prior to 
1883 is $665,800, making its present in­ 
debtedness nearly $1,900,000, and to­ 
morrow this will be increased by coupons 
falling due to the amount of $93,000.

The total amount of sale9 of real estate 
during the year, while not so large as in 
1887, is considerably above that of any 
other year in the history of the city.

No place in the world is better adapted 
for poultry raising than 
Southern 
Cali- 
fornia. Many whose experience has been 
disastrous 
in this country willbe ready 


to deny the truth of this statement, 
but 
the 
writer 
has had over twenty years 
practical experience 
in the poultrybusi- 


ness, breeding both for fancy and profit, 
and from observation is more satisfied of 
its truth every day. 
Nearly all the fail- 
ures can be traced 
to improper care, or 
are the result 
of too close 
in-breeding. 


A gentleman and 
well known 
to the 
people of this section, 
gave the writer 
the result of his experience. 
He started 
with a flock of thirty hens; while eggs 
were cheap 
and 
butcher's 
meat 
dear, 
eggs 
and 
chickens 
were used 
freely in 
his family, and at the end of the year he 
hud a profit of 
$122, 
besides 
adding 
thirtypullets to his flock. 
Many others 
in this section have done aB weil as this. 
Still, we would sound a note of warn- 
ingto those who would conclude that if 
thirty fowls will give a profit of $122 a 
year, ten times that number would give 
a 
correspondingly 
large 
return, 
or 


$1,220 a year. 
It is a fact well estab- 
lished that with the increase

tive humidity just above.

comes on. 
Now if the table 
of daily 


temperature 
for the same hours 
of the 


day were given, it would appear that the 
high degrees of heat always occur here

The hottest period ofthe day in this sec- 
tion is between

He gives details on which he forms his 
estimates. On the Bradbury place there 
are three acres of oranges which will 
yield 500 boxes. These are probably 
budded fruit worth $3 to $4 per box. 
Mrs. Wilson has five acres of five-year- 
old trees which will produce 250 boxes. 
These are also budded trees, and are not 
in half-bearing. 
Thomas Glenny has 
five acres of seven-year-old trees which 
will yield 800 boxes. These are also 
of 
the 
budded 
varieties. 
At 
$3 
per box his five acres brings him 
in $2,400. In two years more the crop 
will be nearly fully twice as large as the 
present one. 
D r.’ Bnttolph has fifteen 
acres of trees six to twelve vears old. 
He will have 2,000 boxes worth $6,000. 
The Messrs. Baldwin, Savage and Smith 
have fifteen acres of trees eight to four­ 
teen years old. They seem to have a poor 
crop as they are set down for only 1,500 
boxes. 
On another ranch Mr. Bradbury 
has fifteen acres of young trees which 
promise 1,500 boxes. That is a box to 
a tree.

The Superb Climate of South­ 
ern California.

No place in the world is better adapted 
for poultry raising than Southern Cali­ 
fornia. Many whose experience has been 
disastrous in this country will be ready 
to deny the truth of this statem ent, but 
the writer has had over twenty years 
practical experience in the poultry busi­ 
ness, breeding both for fancy and profit, 
and from observation is more satisfied of 
its truth every day. 
Nearly all the fail­ 
ures can be traced to im proper care, or 
are the result of too close in-breeding. 
A gentleman and well known to the 
people of this section, gave the writer 
the result of his experience. 
He started 
with a flock of thirty hens ; while eggs 
were cheap and butcher’s m eat dear, 
eggs and chickens were used freely in 
his family, and at the end of the year he 
hud a profit of $122, besides adding 
thirty pullets to his flock. 
Many others 
in this section have done as weil as this. 
Still, we would sound a note of warn­ 
ing to those who would conclude th at if 
thirty fowls will give a profit of $122 a 
year, ten times th at num ber would give 
a 
correspondingly 
large 
return, or 
$1,220 a year. 
It is a fact well estab­ 
lished that with the iucrease of the num­ 
ber of fowls kept in a flock the produc­ 
tion decreases rapidly. 
While the care 
of fifty or seventy-five fowls in a flock is 
scarcely felt, the care of several such 
colonies will occupy a good deal of time, 
and when the time is considered and the 
decrease in productiveness of the flock 
of seventy-five compared with thirty 
taken into account the balance sheet will 
make a less favorable showing. 
While 
we have no doubt th at poultry farming 
on a large scale will pay in this country, 
and pay well, we are certain th at the 
best results will be obtained by at first 
keeping just such a num ber as will not 
require much extra labor to care for 
properly, and increasing the number 
when experience in their m anagement 
and the profits from them will juBtify an 
iucrease. To keep poultry successfully 
in large num bers a great deal of experi­ 
ence is needed. 
When poultry raising is advocated in 
this section the objection is invariably 
raised that it will not pay to give up 
land worth all the way from $300 to $800 
per acre to fowls. This is very true, but 
ibe presence of fowls among fruit and 
uut trees is no detrim ent but a benefit to 
the trees, and only the upace occupied 
by the houses and yards should be 
charged up against the fowls.—[Orange

There is one point about our climate 
which the unobservant might not see. It 
is this : Read carefully the tables of rela­ 
tive hum idity just above. The high fig­ 
ures will all bo found of course in the 
early morning hours and in the latter 
part of the afternoon, increasing as night 
comes on. 
Now if the table of daily 
tem perature for the same hours of the 
day were given, it would appear that the 
bigh degrees of heat always occur here 
at such hours as are marked by a very 
low degree of hum idity. The humidity 
in the table at 7 a . m. ranges at 70 to 95 
degrees, but at th at hour In our warmest 
spells the therm om eter will run at 60 to 
70 degrees. 
At 3 i*. m. the humidity 
ranges along at from 51 to 69 degrees, an 
hour when the tem perature is higher. 
The hottest period of the day in this sec­ 
tion is between 10 and 12 o’clock in the 
m orning; and these hours are the dryest 
in the day. This is a fact which means 
much in any estimate of the agreeable­ 
ness of the climate. 
So accustomed are the people of this 
section to fine weather that a slight de­ 
gree of discomfort from this source dis­ 
gusts them . The middle of August last 
was characterized by a few days cf high 
tem perature. 
This is 
the way the 
H e r a l d spoke in its editorial columns 
of that episode:

Old Sol got in his work in fine shape 
on us yesterday. 
The maximum fig­ 
ure ran up to 97 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The current 
summer will

chronicle a larger number of hot days 
than any other in the past ten years 
in this section.

There are on the records of this city a 
large num ber of franchises granted to 
various individuals for the purpose of 
perm ittinc the streets to be filled with 
street car and steam railroad tracks. 
Visitors to a city generally inquire first as 
to the street car accommodations, and it 
has been with a view of encouraging the 
building of lines to all parts of the city 
that the City Council has been so liberal 
in the past. If lines were drawn on a 
map indicating the routes granted to the 
different applicants, it would be seen that 
there remain but few im portant streets 
over which the right of way has not been 
granted. 
The Utter 
part of the 
year 
just 
ended 
witnessed 
the 
application of another transcontinental 
raiiroad for entrance into Lob Angeles, 
and the Council saw fit to grant it the 
right to occupy the east bank of the 
river on condition that it wiil construct a 
levee on that side of the stream. It is ex­ 
pected that work will commence on this 
at an early date, and that trains will be 
running there inside of two years. Fol­ 
lowing is a list of all the franchises 
granted in this city since 187.1:

BLACK WI IH TURKEYS. 
A I'a m o u s lim itin g (¿ro u n d a t th e 
H ead off th e V erde. 
D. 
J. Chadwick, the Lcs Angeles, at­ 
torney, now in attendance here in the 
case of the Government against the Si­ 
erra Lumber and Flume Company, and 
a party of other prominenr gentlemen 
were at the GraudTuesday night, telling 
hunting stories. One of them told how 
numerous the wild turkeys were on the 
Pecos river, and that he had killed as 
many as forty turkeys in a two-days’ 
search. 
“ I want to tell you of a strange experi­ 
ence I had with wild turkeys at the head 
of the Verde river in the White moun­ 
tains of Arizona,” said Mr. Chadwick 
“ One day in 1885, while I was a special 
agent of the Land Department at W ash­ 
ington, I was riding on horseback alone 
on the Verde. It was approaching night­ 
fall and I wa9 pushing on to reach Joe 
Klingham’s ranch, which is high up 
the river. I entered a scattered grove of 
pine trees, when, happening to look up 
I saw what appeared to me to bo thou- 
s.inds of wild turkeys. The trees were 
black with them and many of the limbs 
were bent down. There was a flapping 
of wiDgs and a clucking vihile the turkeys 
were getting adjusted. 
A PRETTY SIGHT. 
“ It was the prettiest sight I ever saw 
—great magnificent birds. I could have 
taken a stick and knocked off all I want­ 
ed to. I didn’t, but whipped out my re­ 
volver and killed a couple of them aud 
rode up to old Joe’s with them . Maybe 
those turkeys were not fl;:e eating for the 
next day or two. 
“ In many places in Yavapai and 
Graham counties in those days the tur­ 
keys were so plentiful that nobody -new 
what to do with them. They used to go 
in bands of 200 or 300, and thus traverse 
a large region. October is the time for 
migrating, and a private letter which I 
have just received tells me there are just 
as many turkeys there now as when I 
was down there. 
“ They are now leaving the Brazos and 
Pecos river regions in Texas and push­ 
ing forward to the more congenial cli­ 
mate of Arizona. They walk almost alto­ 
gether, rarely flying except to cross a 
river or get on a tree, and they move 
along just like an army, making from 
fifteen te twenty miles a day. They live 
on pine nuts and various kinds of grain 
when they can get it. 
TRAPPING THE BIRDS. 
“ It is in October that they move in on 
the Verde, and there are some old-timers 
there who have got the business of catch' 
ing them down tine. It is a novel con­ 
trivance, and I never heard of its use 
anywhere else. They build a pine pole 
pen in the heart of the rendezvous of the 
turkeys. This pen is about four feet 
wide, eight long and three high. A 
small hole just large enough to adm it the 
body of the turkey is cut in the side of 
the pen near the ground. W heat is then 
scattered for many feet away from the 
pen, and trails of the wheat lead into 
this hole. 
“The turkeys coming along get into 
these trailB, and follow them up, their 
heads down all the tim e, aud thus they 
walk up, one by one, and enter the hole. 
Once in, then they look up, and immedi­ 
ately begin walking around, looking 
high, and craning their necks trjing to 
get out. They never think of looking 
down. That is not their habit. 
“ Thus I have seen a trap full of per 
Imps fifteen turkeys, and not one of 
them knew how to get out. 
It is a very 
curious thing, but there are men in 
Arizona who do little else than thus 
capture wild turkeys and market them 
on the railroad and in the outlying m in­ 
ing camps. They make a good living at 
it, too. Some make as much as $100 or 
$200 a month in this easy way. 
BIG FELLOWS. 
“ The wild turkey of the Verde and 
other parta of Arizona is about four feet 
long and has a sixtj-inch stretch of 
wings. Its color is copper-bronze, with 
copper and green reflections. Each 
feather has a black margin. The heads 
are blue and the legs red. The males 
usually weigh from fifteen to eighteen 
pounds each, but 1 have knowD them to 
reach thirty aud even forty pounds. The 
female usually weighs about nine pounds. 
The wild turkey of this country is the 
origin of all the domestic varieties of 
both hemispheres. 
“ Wild turkeys are guardians of each 
other. Their deadliest enemies are the 
eagle and a prodigious owl that inhabits 
Arizona. W hen an eagle is spied the 
turkey that sees him utters a cluck, when 
all go on guard. This prodigious owl is 
a more formidable enemy. The motion 
of his wings is almost noiseless and he 
darts like a flash, but the turkey is wary, 
and just at the moment when he is on 
him the latter raises his tail feathers 
and the owl glides harmlessly over him. 
“ Turkeys are up to all sorts of tricks 
except that box-trap scheme. But as I 
have said, sometimes they roost in such 
large num bers and get so lazy that a 
man could almost walk up and pick one 
of them off. They are lees afraid of men 
than of animals and vicious wild fowls.

About thetim e the committee from the 
Board of Managers of the National Home 
for Disabled Soldiers visited this coast to 
lect a site for a branch home West of 
the Rocky Mountains, General Nelson 
A. Miles, Brigadier General U. 8. A., 
-ommanding the departm ent of Arizona, 
requested Colonel Alexander, Medicai 
Director of the above m ilitary depart­ 
ment, to investigate and report with re­ 
gard to the climate, hygiene and mortal 
ity of Los Angeles and vicinity. Follow­ 
ing is Colonel Alexander’s report:

To the Commanding General, Department 
of Arizona: 
Sir—In compliance with your request 
I have the honor to submit the following 
report in regard to Los Angeles and a 
suitable location for a “ Soldiers’ Hom e.” 
As I have been here but a few months 
and have not had the opportunity of in­ 
vestigating the subject thoroughly, I give 
extracts from the State Board of Health 
and Health Officer of the city: 
Los Angeles, 34 degrees, 3 minutes, 35 
seconds north latitude; 118 degrees, 12 
minutes, 48 seconds, west longitude. 
Seventeen miles inland. Elevation from 
250 to 450 feet; open approaches from the 
ocean from the south and west. Shel­ 
tered on the north by the foothills of the 
(’oast Range and on the eaBt by the Sierra 
Madre mountaiDS: 
TOPOGRAPHY. 
The territory to which this inquiry is 
restricted embraces the counties of Santa 
Barbara, Los Angeles, San Bernardino 
and San Diego. It comprises an irreg­ 
ular outline extending about from lati­ 
tude 32 degrees 30 minutes to 35 degrees 
0 m inutes, and from longitude 37 de- 
rees to 43 degrees 40 m inutes. 
Four of the five counties have a wide 
exposure on the sea. Two-thirds of the 
coastline of Santa B irbara county and 
about one-half that of Los Angeles 
county presents a southerly exposure. 
The western part of this region is 
traversed by low ranges of mountains, 
varying in altitude of from 3,500 to 6,000 
feet.By fai the most im portant part of 
Southern California is the western slope 
of the Coast range of mountains, which 
from a narrow strip in the north widens 
to a broad plain in the South. Its area 
is materially increased also by the val­ 
leys of numerous short rivers, which 
traverse the mountain ranges and flow 
iu»AIU tu6 ÚCcáu. 
This region is possessed of wonderful 
fertility and is capable of supporting a 
denser population than any other part of 
California. 
The conditions of the soil and climate 
are such that it will produce almost any 
crop that can be grown between the lati­ 
tudes of Lake Manitoba and Key West. 
There are m any varieties of soil to be 
found in the Southern counties of Cali 
fornia. These, in their bearing upon the 
climate of the region, may Ire classified 
with their retentiveness of moisture. 
The non-retentive soil includes the red 
and blue clay, of which there is but 
little, and the well-known adobe. 
HUMIDITY. 
A knowledge of the total rainfall of a 
region gives but little insight into its 
climatic condition; the distribution of 
the rainfall reveals much. 
In Southern California the rainfall oc­ 
curs almost wholly during the winter 
months. A few scattering showers occur 
in November and December; then an 
occasional rain in April and earlv in 
May. 
The average rainfall of the southern 
part of the State may be seen from the 
following table. Of the five stations 
mentioned, Santa Barbara and San Diego 
are on the coast; Los Angeles is about 
seventeen miles inland, Average rain­ 
fall, in inches, at Los Angeles, 17.6 
inches. During the summer months the 
relative hum idity is much less than in 
winter. The deposition of dew ceases 
altogether and the atmosphere becomes 
very dry. There is no decomposition of 
organic m atter, because there are no 
summer rains; as a result, the air is so 
pure and free from organic germs that 
meat exposed to the air does not putrify. 
WINDS. 
During the winter m onths the prevail­ 
ing winds are from the south and south­ 
west; during the summer m onths from 
the north and northeast. During the very 
hot days in the summer a stiff breeze all 
along the coast blows inland to leplace 
the rising current of hot air. 
TEMPER ATI’ UK. 
Period covering four years. Los Angeles, 
mean tem perature, June, July ami Au­ 
gust, 66.1; mean temperature, January 
and Febiuary, 50.0. Sunstroke is almost 
unknown. Although the summer days 
may be unpleasantly warm, the nights 
are invariably cool.

In 1868 a severe epidemic of small­ 
pox occurred. The inhabitants then 
were almost all Spanish or Mexicans. 
This is the only epidemic known of. 
Diphtheria, scarlet fever, m easles,etc., 
have never been epidemic, though cases 
occur here. Acute pneumonia is almost 
unknown. Cases oi malarial fever are 
very rare and are confined to the low 
lying territory along the river. 
The present system of sewerage is 
utterly inadequate to the need of a city of 
this size, but this will be remedied very 
soon. 
Various plans for proper anil 
elaborate drainage are now under con 
«¡deration of the authorities. 
In every way Los. Angeles is the 


healthiest city in the world,and Southern 
California is unsurpassed, in a sanitary 
point of view, as a place for residence 
and home for invalids. 
Dr. M. Hagan, the H ealth Officer of 
Los Angeles, reports as follows: (H e has 
been Health Officer of St. Paul, Minn., 
and he has had a large practice and valu­ 
able experience in Cleveland, O . and 
also in Honolulu—a physician whose 
opinion may be regarded as authoritive 
and in every way reliable.) 
“ As regards the death rate in Los 
Angeles no official reports have been 
kept until recently. It might he natur­ 
ally supposed that the mortality here 
would be high, owing to many invalids 
coming to Southern California seeking 
health, but from each statistics (non­ 
official). as can be had the annual death 
rate for several years past, is not over 
ten per thousand, and these figures in­ 
clude the immigrant and Eastern inva­ 
lids.” 
In this report I have taken in the ad­ 
joining counties of Southern California, 
necessarily beariug upon the location of 
Dos Angeles, as a place for the Soldiers’ 
Home, and would recommend it espe­ 
cially for that purpose in preference to 
any other.

The statem ents here 
following are 
made not for any purpose of belittling 
any part of the world, m uch less any 
portion of the Golden State, but merely 
to present plainly the facts concerning 
Los Angeles county, her arable area of 
lands, the prices at which they are held, 
their various productions and the profits 
of farming in this section. 
To state the cost of land is far from 
telling the whole story. 
One has to look 
at w hat can be made out of any given 
investm ent and w hat speculative future 
there is for the property under consider­ 
ation. 
Some land is dear if one has to 
pay the taxes on it, and some land is 
cheap at many hundred dollars per square 
foot. 
In studying any section to get 
to 
the 
situation 
one 
must 
learn 
w hat ita lands will propuce, where its 
m arket is, what facilities there are of 
reaching the markets 
and what its 
products will sell for. 
The m atter of facilities for reaching 
the m arkets and their closeness to the 
producer are prime factors in the prob­ 
lem. It would be very hard to find any 
other section so advantageously situated 
as Los Angeles is in these respects. Our 
farmers find a m arket for nearly all they 
produce here at home. 
Butter, eggs and 
cheese; poultry, bacon and ham s; beef, 
m utton, lamb and veal, are all imported 
here as the local supply is far below the 
dem and of the population. 
The un­ 
initiated might suppose that fruits would 
be a drug iu our markets. 
As a m atter 
of fact oranges and grapes for table use 
are about the only fruits we produce 
in 
excess of 
the 
home 
demand. 
Peaches, apricots, apples, pears, cherries 
and berries are im ported into Los Ange­ 
les. There is a home m arket for all the 
hay our farmers produce, and so there is 
for all the wheat they grow. For barley, 
whatever surplus may be raised, the 
m arket is near at hand in the Territories 
to the East. This condition is sure to 
continue. The population of the section 
is increasing beyond any parallel in the 
history of the human lace. There is be 
sides an immense floating population 
here winter and summer. 
These people 
are tourists and visitors. 
So far as we 
are concerned they are like the lilies of the 
field—they toil not, neither do they spin. 
They are non-producers; and yet they 
must be fed. 
They can consume as 
much as do the hardest working people 
in the land. 
In five 
years 
from 
now 
this 
section 
will 
not 
be 
producing enough 
to 
prevent 
vast 
sums cf money from being sent abroad. 
I t would not if the increase of population 
were to stop, and at the rate this is going 
on, no sort of developm ent will be able 
to do it in ten, nor in tw enty years. 
In 
fact, as m atters have gone with us, the 
non-producing population is increasing 
far more rapidly than the products of the 
B oil. 
This is an incident of the great 
arm y of invalids, mostly people in good 
circumstances, who come here in search 
of the health or comfort which are found 
in our matchless climate. 


OUR TRANSPORTATION FACILITIES. 
Any thonghtful person who will turn 
to a map of Los Angeles county will find 
the city set near the center of a great 
plain which stretches from twenty to 
sixty 
miles 
in all 
directions, 
and 
hem m ed in on all sides, but that 
along 
the 
ocean 
by 
a 
range of 
high mountains which cut oiT rough 
winds and at the sam e time act as a 
great reservoir to store up water for the 
fertilization of the millions of acres that 
lie between their base and the ocean. 
This plain is in the shape of a great 
horseshoe whose toe is at Gorgouio Pass, 
in San Bernardino county, nearly 70 
miles from the ocean, and whose open 
side, GO miles long, lies along the ocean 
from the Malibu m ountains, above Santa 
Monica, to San-Juan-by-the-Sea, down 
near San Diego. 
Four stream s from the 
mountains flow through this plain from 
the mountains to the ocean. 
From Los 
AngeleB as the hub of the wheel, in all 
directions like spokes radiate a score of 
railroads to all points in the county. 
H ere is Santa Monica by the sea, 10 
miles 
away, 
with 
two 
lines 
of 
railroad between it and Los Angeles, 
and the near prospect of two more. 
Roads run to the coast at Ballona, at 
Redondo Beach, at San Pedro, at Long 
Beach, and soon will run to Alamitos 
Bay. This is all along a line of coast not 
twenty miles in extent, and all these 
lines center in Los Angeles City. There 
are two lines running up the San Fer­ 
nando Valley, not counting the motor 
road to Glendale. There are three inde- 
peddent lines all along the San Gabriel 
Valley, and 
two independent 
lines 
traverse the whole length of the Santa 
Ana Valley. There are five or six other 
lines projected penetrating the several 
parts of the area under consideration. In 
a word the plain around Los Angeles 
City is covered with a network of rail­ 
roads which reach all portions of the sur­ 
rounding territory ; and the beauty of it 
is th a t three of these lines are of the 
transcontinental order, which connect us 
with all points in the East. Such trans­ 
portation facilities are not known in any 
other connty in this State. The question 
of railroad monopoly has been solved for 
all time to come mr this part of the State 
by the only possible solvent, competi­ 
tion. To make this situation im pregna­ 
ble, there íb the ocean at the doors of 
Lob Angeles, with the Port of San Pedro 
and three or four other places at sixteen 
to twenty miles from the city, where 
wharf can be constructed and ship­ 
ping done with great ease. 
When 
we do produce a surplus of any sort 
of crops there will be no difficulty in 
getting them to the m arkets not only ol 
the American Union, but to those of the 
wide world. 


TH E NET RESULT OF THIS. 
To sum up all this, it appears that 
here is a city, Los Angeles, with nearly 
100,000 population to feed. 
There are a 
score of 
other centers of 
population 
ranging all the way from 12.000 inhabi­ 
tants, as in Pasadena, to 5,000, as in Po­ 
mona and Santa Ana, 2,000 as in A na­ 
heim, and so on down to places of 1,000 


various necessities or comforts and luxu­ 
ries of life. The total population of the 
county is now about 175,000, of which 
three-fourths are found in the cities 
There is no part of the country which is 
out of reach of railroads. 
Nearly every 
farm in it is within a few miles of a sta­ 
tion, and most of them are close to two 
or 
three competing 
lines, 
anxious 
to 
transport 
the 
products 
of 
the soil to the marts where the con­ 
sumer purchases the daily supplies for 
his table. 
This is decidedly an attractive display 
of advantages. 
The city will go on 
growing for a long time to come. 
There 
will be no interruption to its develop­ 
ment until it reaches a quarter of a mil 
lion of souls. 
The various other towns 
will grow in like ratio, and there will 
always be round a large city and suburban 
population which must draw its supplies 
from the surrounding country. 


WHAT TH E SOIL PRODUCES. 
W hat will grow on these lands ? It 
would be easier to detail what will 
not 
grow. There is not a m onth in the 
year 
when 
our 
m arket 
is 
not 
supplied with fruits from 
our own 
orchards. 
Beginning with January, 
and one finds the orange crop just 
beginning to come liberally into market 
This fruit is found in the m arkets until 
June and July. The main portion of 
the crop is 
marketed 
in February, 
March, April, May and June. 
Lemons 
and limes mature all the year. In Jan u ­ 
ary strawberries are found in our mar 
kets. 
This fruit is in its prime 
in 
March and April and all the m onths un­ 
til October egain. 
It is found in small 
supply in all the other m onths. 
By 
¿une and July early pears, peaches, 
cherries, apricots and apples are found. 
Nectarines come on a little later. 
In all 
the m onths following until November 
theBe fruits are in their prime. 
Apricots 
and nectarines drop out in August, but 
peachesare good until November. Apples 
and pears are now on the trees, and 
the winter 
varieties 
grow’ here to 
perfection and the 
markets 
should 
be supplied 
with 
them 
until the 
early spring. 
Grapes are ripe in June 
for some varieties and all through July 
and the succeeding months until Thanks­ 
giving day they arc abundant. 
Black­ 
berries and raspberries appear in Jnly, 
and there were some of the latter fruit in 
the markets two weeks ago. Thus, there 
is a continued succession of fruits during 
all the months in the year. 
And the 
crops of all sorts of fruit are as heavy as 
they are in any, the most favored part of 
the world, and the fruits in their single 
specimen attain as great perfection as 
elsewhere. 
In fact there are few places 
where the products of the orchard can 
at all compare with ours. 
Of course all the vegetables known to 
modern life grow here. Not only that, 
but they all grow to absolute perfec­ 
tion. 
And, strangest ui all, they mature 
at all times of the year. 
One is not 
limited to one crop a year. 
The farmer 
in this section can crop his land every 
m onth or two in the year if he so de­ 
sires. 
He can have 
three or four 
crops of potatoes. 
He can have cab­ 
bages coining to m arket every day in the 
year. 
Green peas, beans and tomatoes 
are ripening these December days just 
as they did in June. Cauliflower, celery 
and all the other choicer varieties of 
vegetables m ature here all through the 
w’inter. The farm er can harvest a crop 
of potatoes in the early spring, then 
plant the land to corn which he may 
gather in the fall, in time to plant pota­ 
toes again and gather these when his 
Chiistm as dinner comes. 
Turning to the coarser sorts of hus­ 
bandry, of conree barley and wheat are 
harvested but once a year. This sort of 
agriculture pays here as well or better 
than elsewhere. 
Forty sacks of barley— 
that is eighty bushels—to the acre is not 
an exceptional yield. Half tb*t am ount 
of wheat is not unusual. 
Corn is one 
of the most profitable of our crops. It 
does not come to absolute perfection in 
all localities, but in the proper ones it 
yields m ore abundantly than in any of 
the beBt sections of Illinois or Missouri. 
Hay is one of our crack crops. The.fa- 
vorite fodder plant here is alfalfa, a sort 
of clover brought from Chili. It will 
grow on any of our mesa lands and pro- 
uuce one crop as heavy as the best clover 
crop known in the West. It is, however, 
usually sown on dam p or irriga­ 
ted lands. 
H ere it is perennial, 
and yields its crops nearly every 
month in the year. It is certain 
for from six to eight crops each 
year. The yield is about two 
tons at each mowing, or ten to 
fourteen tons per acre each year. 
There is no fact more indisput­ 
able than these about our alfalfa 
lands. There are thousnds and 
hundreds of thousands of acres 
in this county suitable for this 
sort of industry. 
It hasno par­ 
allel in the world anywhere. 
There is no such land on the 
footstool for dairy purposes as 
this. 
It is good for hogs, tur­ 
keys, poultry, or any sort of live 
B lo c k . 
All the nutritious roots, tur­ 
nips, carrots, parsnips and beets 
grow here as they grow in no 
other section. 
Like the alfalfa, 
beets are perrenial—they grow 
on year after year until they at­ 
tain gigantic proportions. Mel­ 
ons, pumpkins and squash attain 
a size and perfection here which 
which astoniuhd all beholders. 
Watermelons reach 100 pounds. 
Pumpkins grow to twice that 
weight. 
Beets th at make the beam kick 
at 100 pounds are not rare. 
Los Angeles 
county is noted for its fine horses. 
It 
w ill become as noted the world over for 
its other live stock. 
It will be the great 
dairying region of the Union in a few 
years. 


WHAT WILL THESE CROPS PA Y ? 
The great point is v h a t will these 
ops pay the producer ? They will pay 
as such enterprises pay nowhere else in 
the world. The citrus fruits are the most 
profitable 
of 
all. 
Let 
no 
one 
imagine 
this 
poetic and 
profitable 
industry 
is 
at 
an 
end 
in 
this 
section. 
The scale has made great rav­ 
ages in the orchards, it is true, but by 
no means universally. This section will 
m arket as m any oranges this year as in 
any one in its history. 
Not less than 
2.000 car-loads, each of 360 boxes, about 
175 oranges to the box, will be exported 
this winter. 
At Riverside, at Pomona, 
in some orchards in the San Gabriel val­ 
ley, at Santa Ana, Orange and Anaheim, 
the yield is as large as ever. 
At River­ 
side and Pomona the scale is not known. 
In many small orchards in the infected 
districts the trees are as clean as ever 
they were. This pest will be suppressed. 
The energy and intelligence of the Amer­ 
ican people, the very flower of which is 
engaged in .this frnit industry, will not 


to the energy of our orchardists. 
There are 100 budded orange tree* 
usually planted on an acre. The yield 
from these trees is not less than two 
boxes to the tree or 200 boxes an acre 
The fruit is worth $2 per box on the tree, 
or $400 per acre. 
It in no rare thing 
even now to m arket $500 and $000 worth 
of oranges from an acre of trees. Lem ­ 
ons pay quite as well, and limes fall no 
whit behind either. 
Here it may be well to rem ark that 
there is no section of the United States 
outside of Florida, a small area in 
Louisiana, and Southern California where 
citrus fruit culture can be made to suc­ 
ceed. 
The claim is made that this en­ 
terprise can be successfully pursued in 
Northern California, but the statements 
will not bear close investigation. The 
unwary m aybe duped by m isrepresenta­ 
tion, but in time—and it will not take 
long—all will 
learn, some to thier 
sorrow that these statem ents are true. 
There may be small pockets in tbe hills 
of peculiar 
situation 
where 
small 
orchards will succeed, but beware. 
To 
judge from the trees planted in such 
places that others will flourish in the 
region around is a delusion. 
The grape is another industry of great 
promise and profit. 
It, too, has been 
attacked by a parasite which has some­ 
what impaired the vineyards. 
That, 


slopes, suitable for the cultivation of 
oranges, ate justly held at high prices. 
Such lands are in most cases near townB 
of greater or less population. 
The cli­ 
mate, the water supply, the absence of 
mud after the heaviest rains, and tbe 
profits of the industry all combine to 
draw many people to these localities. 
Some of this land planted and with im ­ 
provements on it, in such piases as 
Riverside 
and Pomona 
is 
held 
*t 
$1,000 
to 
$5,000 
per 
acre. 
It 
is 
strictly suburban 
property, 
and many a little patch will produce suf­ 
ficient fruit to pay interest even on the 
highest price. 
Raw lands of such grade 
in such localities may.be bought as low 
as $100 per acre, and is sometimes held 
at $1,000 because of its speculative pros­ 
pects for business or suburban residences. 
But discounting these factors outside 
and above the uses of the lands for the 
ordinary avocations of the husbaudm an, 
and our lands are not held high. 
Here 
«re some of the figures as quoted on the 
schedules of the agents: 
One dealer writes to the H e r a l d : 
“ I 
will sell 000 acres of raisin land at $50 
per acre; it is Section 11,Township 1 S., 
R. 0 VV.f S. B. M., at the foot of the 
Cucamonga M ountain,half a mile eaBt of 
Etiwanda Station, on the Jine of the 
California Central Railroad, one third 
cosh, balance on tim e to suit, at six per 
cent, per annum .”

It i» portation business, being the founder» of 
indestructible, except a» against me- tbe Oregon Navigation Company, it ia 
chantad force. 
The" ditch ends high op 
on the mountain side, overlooking Hes­ 
peria plains. From this a 14-inch diame­ 
ter steel and iron pipe extends for over 
six miles to the lands of the Company, 
furnishing a large supply of pure moan 
tain water for domestic use, and for irri­ 
gating purposes. 
The source of water supply is the high 
mountain water-Bhed, covered with a 
heavy growth of fine pine tim ber, in the 
shadows of which the winter snows 
slowly melt until late in the season. In 
this way a large and perm anent supply 
of water is assured. 
In times of rain the 
stream of water is one and two hundred 
feet wide, and several feet deep. There 
is abundance of winter water to irrigate 
a hundred thousand acres, and summer 
water for all the lands of the syndicate. 
This 
water 
supply is fully m en­ 
tioned 
from 
tbe 
fact 
that 
land 
or colony 
enterprises 
in 
Southern 
California are somewhat dependent on 
tbe water supply. If the water will 
sustain one thousand people, that is the 
lim it of the colony; if it will sup­ 
ply fifty thousand, that is the limit. 
The 
H esperia 
supply is considered 
one of 
the best 
in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia. 
Parties

supply, and conduits, and see for them 
selves the extent and certainty of the 
supply. 
The lands.—The lands lie principally 
on a mesa, or a table on the northern 
slope of the Sierra Madre mountains. 
The A. T. & S. F. R. R. runs through 
the m iddle of the Township, from north 
to south. 
About the center of T. 4 N., 
R. 4 W ., H esperia City is laid out.

beautiful 
townsite, 
smooth, wide spreading dome of land 
overlooking the lands of the Mojave 
plains, encircled in the distance from 
the east to the south and southwest, by 
the snow-capped mountains.

carloads of our 
grapes a year. 
Much more of the crop 
will he dried for raisins or cushed for 
wine and distilled into brandy. 
Grapes 
pay $100 per acre a year, if the crop is 
sold, uncured. 
If dried and packed in 
proper shape for raisins, or crushed and 
cured into wine the profit is twice or three 
tim es aB great. The largest winery in 
France ia the La Fitte. There are 
fifty-one acres in the property. The sale 
of wines from this little patch per year 
comes to $100,000. 
There is no reason 
why the same methods pursued in the 
handling of our crop shall not reach as 
happy results. 
There is no necessity of explaining 
how large results are to be reached from 
the cultivation of the deciduous fruits. 
These products are excellently suited to 
our soil and climate. The fruits come to 
great perfection heie and find a market 
at home. The writer has offered in times 
past $1,000 per acre for a suburban peach 
orchard, and been refused. 
The owner 
stated that he was m aking good interest 
on that price by selling the products 
of his orchard. 
From berries there 


There is no better orange or grape land 
in the county than this along the highest 
part of the mesa close to the foot of the 
mountains. 
There is plenty of land 
suitable for these most profitable of our 
industries to be had at for from $50 to 
$100 per acre. 
As stated above some ol 
these lands are held at five times these 
prices. 
Like this Etiwanda land most 
of these lands are near one or two sta­ 
tions. 
I'ACOIMA AND ITS DAM. 
1'acoima is about twenty miles north 
of Los Angeles City, in tbe choicest part 
of the San Fernando valley. Here are 
many thousands of acres of as fine fruit 
lands as there are in the country. The 
orange, lemon, lime and raisin grape will 
flourish on these. 
A dam , the like of 
which is not known in the world, has 
been built to supply thousands of acres 
with water. It is built below the surface of 
the ground in order to force to the top 
tbo subterranean stream which flows be­ 
low. 
It cost $30,000. 
It is 600 feet long 
and 50 feet deep. A large supply of 
water in thus obtained for domestic and 
irrigation purposes. The lands of this 
company lie along the Blope 
from 
the mountains, and none of 
them 
lie 
more 
than 
two 
or 
three 
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are 
farmers 
near 
this 
city 
who 
sell from small 
patches 
from 
$40 
worth per week in the sum m er down 
to $5 or $10 worth in the winter. There 
are men near Loaj Angeles who make a 
living and have money to spare from the 
sale of the berries from a few acres. 
Reference to the alfalfa crops above 
will prove how profitable common farm­ 
ing is hereabouts. 
Land th at yields six 
to eight crops, ten to fourteen tons of hay 
a year, is worth money. There is a home 
m arket for it all. The H e r a l d a few 
days ago published a letter from a Los 
Angeles farm er who cut eight crops of 
alfalfa hay this year from five and a half 
acres of land, and got eleven tons at each 
cutting, or eighty-eight tons per year. 
He sold it at $10 per ton, or $880 for his 
hay crop from five and a half acres. The 
roan who feeds his alfalfa to cows and 
sells the milk in this city, or makes 
it into butter for the home 
mar­ 
ket, 
will make profits whose figures 
will seem mrrvelous to any one who 
reads them . These out-lines will be suffi­ 
cient to show what m ay be made from 
our lands. 
* 


AREA OF OUR LANDS AND PRICES. 
There are 2,000,000 acres of good land 
in Lob Angeles county. 
These range 
widely as to grade, uses and prices. The 
best lands with water, on the highest

The climate is perfect, and close to the 
place are churches, schools, and all the 
best influences of modern life. These 
lands outside the town sites are sold as 
low as low as $250 per acre in small par­ 
cels.

will put good improvements on their par­ 
chases. 
Persons accustomed to pay $40 
an acre for wheat lands producing fifteen 
to tw enty bushels per acre, may think 
these prices high. But when respect is 
had to what grows here, and what profits 
are reaped, it will appear that twenty 
acres of these lands are better than 160 
of the others. 


HESPERIA. 
The Hesperia Syndicate owns Town­ 
ship 5, N. R. 4 W., 8. B. M. Also sec­ 
tions 2, 4, 6. 8, 12, 14, 16, 18, 20, 22, 28, 
30, 32 and 34, Township 5, N. R. 4 W ., 
S. B. M., less about 2,000 acres, hereto­ 
fore sold. The syndicate owns, by prior 
appropriation, and by riparian rights, 
five thousand inches of water from the 
Hesperia river, formerly called the East 
Fork of the Mojave river, or Deep creek. 
This water is taken out in a ditch, con­ 
structed in the granite mountain side for 
nearly four miles.

A year ago last May the San Gabriel 
Valley Land and W ater Company was in­ 
corporated and began to make improve­ 
m e n t about the quaint old town where 
the Franciscan fathers made their first 
refaction in Los Angeles county. 
Of 
this company, H. H . Markham is Presi­ 
dent; N. Yanderlip, Vice-juresideni; E. 
P. Johnson, Treasuier, and A. L. Bur­ 
bank, Secretary. 
Its Board of Directors 
arc H. H. M arkham , F. D. Sanborn, A. 
L. Burbank, N. Vanderlip and C. H. 
Bradley. Tbe spot whidh is designated 
as East San Gabriel lies about half a mile 
east of the old Mission and nine miles 
from the city of Los Angeles. Fifteen 
hundred acres are covered by the tract, 
including the property formerly in the 
Titus, Ford, Gibbs, Clapp, Bradbury 
and 
H all 
& 
Stillson 
ranches. 
Since 
the 
land 
came 
into 
the 
possession of this company improve­ 
ments of all kinds have been steadily

The advantageous location of 
the town of East San Gabriel is 
shown by its railway connec­ 
tions. Besides the Southern Pa­ 
cific, which has already been 
mentioned, it extends north to 
within a mile of the Santa Fe 
route and the San Gabriel Val­ 
ley Rapid Transit runs through 
tbe center of the tract.

JOHN BRYSON, SR. 


H is R ecord H ere a n d In H is Old 
f l o r a e . 
From a history of W ashington county, 
Iowa, the former home of John Bryson, 
Sr., the following is taken : 
“ Among the self-mado men of Iowa 
who have passed the ordeal of pioneer 
life and commenced life penniless there 
is no one deserving a more prominent 
place in this work than the Rubject of 
this sketch. 
He w as born in Lancaster 
county, Pennsylvania, on the 20th day 
of Jone, 1819; he was one of thirteen 
children, and his parents being in hum ­ 
ble circumstances, John was appienticed 
to a cabinet-m aker when 10 years of 
age,

apprentice, journey­ 
man and

over twenty y ears; in 1847 he removed 
to Ohio and engaged in business for him ­ 
self. Duiing his residence here the Cali­ 
fornia fever was raging, and flattering 
inducements were offered Mr. Bryson to 
try his fortune in the new Eldorado, but 
he decided it was best not to go; in 1851 
he came to Iowa and settled in M usca­ 
tine, and in 1850 came to Washington

The Railroad System of Los 
Angeles. 


E X P O R T S A N D I M P O R T S . 


Lines Built and Contemplated—The 
New Passenger Depot—Great 
Array of Statistics. 


The past year will mark an important 
epoch in the history of railroading in 
Southern California, for it has been sig­ 
nalized by the placing on foot of two 
gigantic projects, which will redound 
with incommensurable value to the 
country. The first is the commence­ 
m ent of operations by the Southern Pa­ 
cific on an immense wharf at San Pedro 
Bay, at which ocean boats of the hugest 
dimensions will be able to load and un­ 
load, and the other is the movement by 
which another transcontinental railroad 
has obtained a footing in the heart of 
the city, and proposes to construct its 
line forthwith. W hen it is completed 
Los Angeles will enjoy the benefits of 
four transcontinental roads—the Central 
Pacific, operating northward by Ogden 
and the Union Pacific; the Sunset di 
rectly East to New O rleans; the Santa 
Fe to Chicago and interior points, and the 
Salt Lake road northeastward to the Mor­ 
mon stronghold, and thence eastward via 
the Union Pacific. In addition to these 
roads it is well known that the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, the Rock 
Island, the Union Pacific, the Missouri 
Pacific and the Chicago and Northwest­ 
ern have all surveyed routes in this 
direction, and it looks absolutely certain 
that Lus Angeles will always be the lead­ 
ing railroad centre on the Pacific Coast. 
It is easy to account for this desire of the 
great systems to build here. The enor­ 
mous influx into Los Angeles county 
daring the past five years has brought 
into existence countless little cities and 
villages, each with traffic necessities 
that have been a rich source of revenue 
to the roads already in operation, and 
then the city of Los Angeles itself has 
assumed such formidable dimensions, 
and commands the commerce of such a 
vast section of country, that, to the keen 
eye of the railroad builder, it is 
evident it will 
one day be one 
of 
the 
most 
im portant 
trading 
points on the continent. 
But while fu­ 
ture competitors have been hard at work 
planning how best to reach the City of 
the Angels and tap its wealth, the roadf 
already here have been steadily estab­ 
lishing themselves by contracting a net­ 
work of branches all over their territory, 
so as to accommodate and further build 
up the towns within their reach. 
VBK UNE TO SAN DIEGO. 
Probably the most im portant of these 
projects has been the opening up by the 
Santa Fe of a line from Los Angeles to 
San Diego, thus binding with a golden 
chain of commerce the two leading cities 
of the Soutnern part of the State. When 
the year opened it found the Santa Fe 
in possession of lines from Orange to San 
Juan-by-the-Sea and from a point farther 
south called Los Angeles Junction into 
San Diego. It was a most roundabou' 
m anner that passengers were conveyed 
from the City of the Angels to San Diego 
They were carried to San Bernardino and 
then switched off to the San Diego road, 
the objective point being only reached 
after a tiresome journey occupying over 
nine hours. The Santa Fe, in response 
to the crying demands for a better ser­ 
vice went to work and constructed lines 
from Los Angeles to Orange and from 
San Juan to Los Angeles Junction, thuc. 
making nearly a bee line along the coast 
which measures only 123 miles and 
which is covered in 5 hours and 20 min­ 
utes. This road added fifty-five and five- 
tenths miles to the Santa Fe’s tracks, 
but it does not record all the building that 
company did here during the past year. 
Eleven miles of track were built from 
Inglewood to Redondo Beach, giving Los 
Angeles a new ocean road; between 
Perris and San Jacinto 19 4-10 miles of 
track were laid down ; from Escondido 
to Escondido Junction 212-10 miles, and 
from San Bernardino to Mentone 12L. 
miles—a total of 119 6-10 miles of new 
lines. 
SOUTIIEKN PACIFIC BUILDING. 
The principal piece of construction done 
by the Southern Pacific was from Santa 
Barbara to El wood, between which 
pointa thirty miles of roadbed were 
added, but of far more importance to the 
interests of Los Angeles county was the 
boilding of the eleven miles of road from 
Conrad to Tustin, which gave another 
outlet for the 
stream of wealth 
of 
the 
Santa 
Ana 
Valley. 
Be­ 
sides 
these feats 
of 
enterprise 
3.8 miles of road were built between 
Thenard and Long Beach; 5.9 miles 
from Studebaker to W nittier; 2 miles 
from Tustin South and 2 miles from San 
Pedro West, a total of 54.7 miles of new 
road. 
Most of the work of the company has 
been done however in enhancing and 
enlarging its already established work­ 
ing points, new depots having during 
the past year been established at the fol­ 
lowing placeB: San Pedro, Santa Monica, 
The Palms, University, Downey, Tustin, 
W hittier, Los Nietos, Fulton W ells, Al­ 
ham bra, San Gabriel, 
East 
San 
Gabriel, Pomona, Ontario, Cucamonga, 
Colton, Beaumont, Indio, Tropico, West 
Glendale, Burbank, Pacoima, Saugus, 
and Lang’s, and new ones are in order 
for Compton andMcPherson. The fact 
is that during the past year the company 
has bnilt nearly all of its depots in this 
part of the country; that is, it has re­ 
placed the former temporary structures 
with perm anent buildings. To accom­ 
modate the thousands of freight cars 
that at one time nearly blockaded the 
road, thousands of feet of sidings were 
laid down, in addition to which a num­ 
ber of passing tracks were con* 
structed as follows: Alhambra, Sa­ 
vannah, 
Monte, 
Spadra, 
Pomona, 
Ontario, Cncamonga, Alexis, Brookside. 
Banning, Therm al, Wortmere, Ruthven, 
Cactus, Tejunga, Cienega, Vincent, Lan­ 
caster, Cerritos, Gloster, 3,000 feet each ; 
Colton, 8,500 feet; Beaumont, 2,000feet; 
Indio, 4.000 feet; Saltón, 2,000 feet; 
Tropico, 1,500 feet; 
West Glendale, 
1.200 feet; B urbank,5,000feet; Pacoima. 
1.200 feet; San Fernando, Saugus,Lang’s 
and Rosamond, 2,000 feet each; Acton 
and Alpine, 1,500 feet each. 
ADDITIONAL FACILITIES. 
W hen the Southern Pacific established 
itself at its present quarters on San Fer­ 
nando street the directors of the company 
smiled when advised to obtain more 
room, and Charles Crocker is said to 
have Temarked tbat they had space 
enough for all the business that Los An­ 
geles would ever give them . As traffic 
increased new side tracks wore laid down 
at last every available foot of space 


was covered, and in the early part of last 
year the discovery was made that new 
yards would have to be obtained. The 
ones already in possession of the com- 
oauy had a capacity for 2,000 cars, but 
how inadequate this became can be 
imagined when it is stated tbat 
oue day in last May 1,400 cars 
were standing on San Fernando street, 
laden with freight for Los Angeles. In 
addition to these there were through and 
local cars pouriDg in and theu again 
some room was necessary for switching, 
bo as hastily as possible new accommo­ 
dations were opened up. At Florence a 
switching yard with a capacity of 400 
cars was built for the purpose of segre­ 
gating the cars for delivery at Los An­ 
geles from San Pedro; on the east side 
of the Los Angeles river a yard with a 
capacity of 225 cars was opened up for 
the purpose of segregating trains from 
the North in time of rush and the m ak­ 
ing np of eaRtbound trains, and at Aurant 
yards were established with a capacity 
of 400 ears for the purpose of switch­ 
ing trains arriving from the East, 
thu» giving an 
independent yard 
on every side 
of 
Los 
Angeles 
to do the overflow of the city’s business. 
Iu addition to these a large shipping 
yard, containing six sidetracks and a 
main line, in all about 15,000 feet, with a 
capacity of 1,000 cars, was established at 
Point Firmin to handle the ehipping 
business of the port of San Pedro. Many 
other improvements have also been made 
by the company during the past twelve 
months, the following being the most 
im nortant: 
Twenty immense cattle pens, a corral, 
three loading shoots and loading and un­ 
loading platforms at Colton for the Ari­ 
zona cattle business. They are in charge 
of Messrs. Chambers Sc Storm, who have 
erected barns and all the other necessary 
accomodations. 
A loading and unloading shoot at the 
Agricultural Park for the racing and fair 
business there. 
A cattle corral at Almond. 


The W o l fs k i n Depot. 
The completion of the W olftkill depot 
marks one of the most important pieces 
of work that the Southern Pacific has 
undertaken for some tim e, and also one 
of the most valuable additions made to 
the city during the past year. It is a 
noble structure, and poses as one of the 
finest railr«ad buildings in the country. 
Some idea of its massiveness may be ob 
tained by a statem ent of its dimensions, 
it being 507 feet 4 inches in length and 
90 feet in breadth. The main waiting 
mom is 64 feet 7*4 inches long by 57 feet 
3Jtt inches in breadth, and comprises 
the main entrance on the passenger side 
of the building. At the eastern side of 


lighterage, a tax of $1 a ton being 
imposed for this work 
and that 
this state of things would ?oon 
have to be changed became evident some 
tim eago. The Southern Pacific, anxious 
to establish itself ahead of any other 
competitors, purchased a large tract of 
land now known as the Crocker towneite, 
on the plateau above San Pedro. At a 
small inlet a little east of Point Firmin 
the company determined to build a big 
wharf running out into thirty feet of 
water, so that ocean ships of no matter 
what tonnage can come alongside ami 
discharge and receive cargoes. The 
plans 
show that 
the pier 
will 
be a 
colossal one of 
3000 feet 
in length aud one hundred feet 
wide with five tracks running the entire 
length, the one in the center being the 
main line and two tracks on each side 
for loading. Bumpers capable of hold­ 
ing 10,000 tons of coal are to be con­ 
structed at the end of the pier and large 
freight sheds erected tor the handling uf 
merchandise to and from vessels landing 
at the wharf. Farther back on the 
plateau capacious yards have been laid 
down and every preparation made for an 
enormous business. 
As regards the 
wharf, work was commenced about the 
end of June and the piles driven about 
450 feet out from shore, the work 
then 
being 
suspended 
until 
the 
deepwater piles are creosotad. 
The 
plant for this purpose is on its way from 
Germany, and as it co3t $30,000, is evi­ 
dently an elaborate affair. On its arrival 
it will at once be put in operation, as 
nearly all of the necessary piling is on 
the ground; and then the work on the big 
wharf will be resumed and pushed to a 
completion. 


The Proponed Kbopw. 
Another indication of the big plans 
that the Southern Pacific has laid for this 
section is to be found in the fact that 
they intend to establish railroad shops 
here on a scale second only to those at 
Sacramento, and for this purpose they 
have purchased sixty acres of land just 
beyond the Mission Road bridge. The 
plans for the construction of the works 
are already out, aud it is said that active 
steps towards their building will be 
commenced directly 
after the new 
year. 
The shops will consist of 
fifteen buildings 
averaging 100x300 
feet each, and whan completed will give 
employment to about a thousand men. 
It has also been stated that the South­ 
ern Pacific intends to establish a rail­ 
road hospital here, hut as yet no active 
steps have been taken in the matter. 
The Santa Fe Company has likewise an­ 
nounced its intention of building a hos­ 
pital in Los Angeles. 
An effort was 
made during the e.*rly part of the year 


Los Angeles at the Downey avenne 
bridge and runs directly northward to 
Glendale, a distance of about four miles. 
The Santa Ana and Fairview Hoad, 
running between the points named, a 
distance of eight miles, was finisheu last 
June aud is a valuable acquisition to the 
lower part of the county. 
Llnei ('oairm plnird. 
Mention has already been made of the 
overland roads that are stretching out 
toward Los Angeles, hut of conree noth­ 
ing definite can be said as to '.then, how 
and where they will commence work, as 
it is doubtful if the*© facts are yet known 
to the directors oí the roads themselves. 
There are enough projects on foot, how­ 
ever, to convince the most skeptical that 
Los Angeles is destined to Imcome one 
of the leading commercial points of the 
country, and for the infoimatiou of those 
interested an outline of the proDosed 
ventures is here given. 
the Salt Lake, Los Angeles and 
Atlantic Road duly incorporated with 
$10,000,000 capital, will build another 
transcontinental road into the city. 
Its 
exact route from Salt Lake, where it will 
connect w ith the Union Pacific to this 
city, has not yet been determined, but 
after it reaches Los Angeles it will fol­ 
low the east bank of the river to the 
southern city lim its and then on to the 
ocean over probably the Alamitos sur­ 
vey.The W ilbur Road is a project that was 
put on foot in the early part of the year, 
and although apparently shelved now' 
will 
doubtless 
come to the front 
with good effect 'during this year. 
It starts from Rogers, a few miles east 
of Mojave on the Atlantic and Pacific 
road, and rans westerly along the north­ 
ern part of Los Angeles county through 
what is known as Antelope Valley. On 
striking the hills it follows the natural 
trend of the m ountains and crosses the 
range through the Tejon Pass, after 
which it turns northeast and goes to 
Bakersfield. From this point surveys 
have been run to the northern part of the 
State with the object oi either getting 
into San Francisco or obtaining an ocean 
outlet. The only actual work that has 
been done is this side of Bakersfield, 
about 00 miles of grading being finished 
and the roadbed staked cut for the whole 
distance. 
The Pom ona, Olinda, Auaheim and 
Long Beach road is a line that has been 
under way for som e time past, although 
construction has been tem porarily sus­ 
pended. It will open up a very valuable 
and rich section of country and is certain 
to be a paying venture. 
Another line to Santa Monica to be 
known as the “ Air Line," is in contem ­ 
plation. ic will leave 


will, it is said, be extended to Newport 
Harbor, though nothing definite regard­ 
ing the m atter has yet been given out. 
The Southern Pacific will build a line 
from the Wolf.-kill depot to ElM onteand 
this will constitute its main line eastward 
from Los Angeles. The road will run 
down to near Florence and then through 
the Morrison and Kellogg property, the 
Nadeau vineyard and the Laguna ranch 
to El Monte. 
A line from Fullerton to Richfield will 
be built by the California Southern if tho 
necessary right of way can be obtained. 
Woik on the coast line between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco will be car­ 
ried on throughout the year, but owing 
to the enormous amount of labor neces­ 
sary there is no prospect of the road be­ 
ing completed within the next twelve 
months. 


W o r k in g Expenses. 
Some idea of the imm ensity of the 
railroad business in Los Angeles can be 
obtained by the fact that 68 passenger 
trains arrive and leave this city daily, 36 
being handled by the Southern Pacific 
and 32 by the Santa Fe. The Southern 
Pacific also has an average of .'10 freight 
trains passing in and out of the city 
daily, and to handle them employs about 
70 crews of trainm en. The Southern 
Pacific has 106 engines in use and 
the Santa Fo 
60. 
At the 
San 
Fernando street caraliopB 175 mechanics 
are 
steadily 
employed, 
and 
in 
the machine shopB 110 men. 
There are 
about 250 trainm en, 200 engineers and 
foremen, 70 switchmen and about 70 
others employed on the sections, coal 
bunks, etc. In the freighthouse about 
130 men are engaged, including the 
clerical stall'. No idea of the Southern 
Pacific’s rolling stock of cars can be ob­ 
tained, but the Santa Fe announce 
that they have 1,000 box cars and 300 
flat cars" in use in the city. At the 
Southern Pacific’s car ehops about 80 
cars and two passenger coaches go 
through each week for repairs, and four 
new freight cars are built in the same time. 
One of the principal disadvantages that 
the Southern Pacific labored under 
during the early part of the year was the 
lack of fuel. The company is singularly 
unfortunate in having its lines located 
where there are scarcely any coal 
resources, the only good mines in the 
company’s hands being at Carbondale, 
and they furnish only enough fuel for 
the divisions out from Oakland. Deter­ 
mined not to be left in the lurch in the 
future, a line was built out from Huron 
to mines in the coast range with 
the 
hopes of 
furnishing a supply 
for the Central California business, and 
at the same tim e large contracts were 
made in England and Australia for a 
Los Angeles at J supply of the black diamond.

the room is the-ticket office, 21 feet 11 
inches wide by 24 feet in length, with 
four ticket windows in the room and two 
on the outside of the building, on the 
platform. The door of this office opens 
i,nto the waiting-room. In the left-hand 
corner of the waiting-room, next to the 
car-shed, is a lobby from which steps 
lead to the second story, where are 
located the general offices. On the right 
of 
the 
main 
waiting-room 
are 
located the barroom, and in this 
arc the 
gentlemen's closets and 
toilet stands. Large doors open from 
the bar-room upon the front and rear 
platforms, and in one corner of the room 
is a passage leading into the dining­ 
room, which is 69 feet 8J» inches in 
length by 36V¿ feet in breadth. Beyond 
this are the servants’ hall, pantry and 
other departments connected with the 
culinary establishment. Returning to 
the main waiting-room on the left, con­ 
nected by a passage 11 feet 6 inches long 
by 6 feet 6 inches in width, are the ladies’ 
waiting and toilet rooms, 36 feet in 
length by 25 feet 6.V.; inches in breadth 
Then comes a room 35 by 36 feet fur the 
use of Wells-Fargo’s Express Company. 
At the end of the building is the baggage- 
room,60 feetin length by 36feetin breadth 
which opens on to the street so that 
wagons can be backed right up to the 
delivery counter. From eud to end of. 
the structure is a platform 34 feet wide 
with 21 iron columns 25 feet apart, sup­ 
porting the roof of the carsheus which 
covers four tracks of 13 feet each. The 
depot and all its approaches are laid 
with bituminous rock pavement which 
insures a clenn approach in the moBt 
rainy times. Immediately in front of 
the main entrance has been planted a 
palm tree eighty feet high which will 
give the Eastern arrival as he proceeds 
up town a first impression of the won­ 
drous things that are in store for him. 
Although the depot is completed and 
ready for occupation, the company can­ 
not move into it, inasmuch as the right 
of way for the Fanta Monica line has not 
been obtained and one of the conditions 
of the contract under which the site for 
the structure was obtained was that 
every train should go through the sta­ 
tion. The m atter is before the City 
Council, and although one decision has 
been rendered it appears as If no satis­ 
faction is yet given, as another appeal 
has been made by the company. As re­ 
gards the ingress and egress of 
overland passenger trains, 
for the 
present the Eastern passenger traffic will 
enter the new depot over a Y on the 
Sberer tract, and will ran np Alameda 
street and Btop at the present depot on 
.San Fernando street on the way north. 
Ultimately there will be a direct line 
from the sonth end of the depot to tho 
main track at El Monte, but its construc­ 
tion will be delayed for some months, as 
an attem pt to get a right of way 
over the Laguna Ranch resulted in a 
financial demand so great that the com­ 
pany declined to meet it, and entered a 
condemnation suit which is now in the 
courts. 


TMe B i n Pedro W h a rf. 
The best evidence that the Southern 
Pacific anticipates a glorious future for 
Southern California is to be found in the 
work that the company has undertaken 
at San Pedro. A t the present time the 
CM-goM of Urge ciatt »re discharged l)j 


to secure an available site for this pur­ 
pose, but the company is evidently in no 
hurry about the matter, for the proposi­ 
tion has been temporarily tabled. 


A l i n t e r T r a i n Service. 
Among the many railroad im prove­ 
m ents that call for chronicling must be 
mentioned the fast passenger service 
which has been established between 
Los Angeles and Colton. The idea of 
running a flyer originated in the mind of 
Mr. Robert Hamilton, the energetic 
train-dispatcher of the Southern Pacific, 
and the company agreed to give his 
Bcheme a trial. A special engine was 
accordingly obtained and in the early 
part of November last the train made its 
pioneer trip. 
The project has proved a 
success 
from 
the first. 
Running 
the 58 miles between its terminals 
in 
1 
hour 
and 
25 
minutes, 
it has aided considerably in building up 
tho country en route, and has been a 
very welcome accommodation to the 
traveling public. 
At the time the train 
was put ou the road a general shorten­ 
ing up of time all around was made in 
the coast service, and all of the trains 
now travel at a rate of over thirty miles 
an hour. In connection with the Colton 
“ flyer” it may be mentioned that a delay 
occurred in putting it on so that, the 
Southern California Motor Road might 
be completed. This road, built by indi­ 
vidual enterprise, runs between San Ber­ 
nardino and Riverside via Colton, and 
connects with every train on the South­ 
ern Pacific. 


Local R a i lr o a d Ilu ildlu c. 
There ha9 been as great an activity in 
local railroads during the past year as in 
the big systems. A road sixteen and 
one-half miles in length, operating be­ 
tween the heart of Los Angeles and 
Monrovia, was thrown open to the pub­ 
lic and has become immensely popular, 
as is evidenced by the crowded trains 
that pass over the road daily. It runs 
through a magnificent stretch of coun­ 
try, and carries a goodly portion of the 
traffic to and from Alhambra, EaBt San 
Gabriel. 
Arcadia 
and 
Monrovia. 
At the preRent time the roadbed 
has only been actually constructed 
as far as the Morrison road, one and a 
half miles from the proposed terminus 
on Aliso street, which point will be 
reached by an elevated track to be con­ 
structed this year. Passengers are, how­ 
ever, conveyed to and from the trains by 
a bus line which connects with every 
train on the system. 
The Los Angeles and Pacific road has 
done some valuable work. It has ex­ 
tended its track from the Ostrich Farm 
to Burbank, a distance of four miles, 
making a connection with the Southern 
Pacific at tbat point. Its chief piece of 
buiiding, however, is the construction of 
a line to Santa Monica which is to 
be ran in open competition to the 
Southern Pacific. The roarl follows the 
foothills and touches the Soldier’s Home, 
where a large depot will be built. It 
enters Santa Monica on Fourth street 
and reaches the bluff overlooking Ocean 
avenue on trestlework. 
The first train 
went through on December 25th, and the 
roKd will be opened up for business in 
about two weeks from now. 
The Glendale Road is another impor­ 
tant addition to the county. It leaves 


Ninth street and the city limits and run 
via The Palm s to a direct connection 
with the Hotel Arcadia at Santa Monica. 
The Alamitos road and the Long Beach 
and San Pedro line may be classed to­ 
gether, for they are the same scheme 
and are both engineered by Mr. Jam ea 
Cam pbell. The Alamitos road, nearly 
all of which is graded, runs from Los 
Angeles to Long Beach and joins the San 
Pedro road, which crosses on to Rattle­ 
snake island at the mouth of the 
San Gabriel river and runs along 
that 
neck 
of 
land 
to 
Dead- 
m an’s island, from which place it 
is proposed to run out a huge wharf to 
deep water. These two lines, better 
known as the Campbell roads, have 
always been looked upon as certain to 
pass eventually into the hands of one of 
the transcontinental systems, and rum or 
has in turn awarded them to the Union 
Pacific, the Missouri Pacific and the Salt 
Lake road. 
It appeals now as if the last 
nam ed supposition is the one, as the Salt 
Lake people can, of course, do nothing 
with their road without an ocean outlet, 
and their survey directly connects with 
that of the Alamitos road at Clearwater. 
The M cFadden road from Santa Ana 
to Newport Harbor is a line on which a 
good deal of wotk is being done at the 
present tim e. That it will be in opera­ 
tion before 1889 is ended goes without 
saying and Santa Ana will then have a 
harbor of her own and a good one too. 
The Los Angeles and Pacific Road, it 
is said contemplates extending its Bur­ 
bank lino via Glendale to Pasadena, and 
there is certainly every inducement for 
such a piece of enterprise. 
The Glendale road is another one 
which will doubtless be connected witu 
Pasadena before the present year is over. 
It was at one time said that a road would 
be built to the “ Crown of the Valley” 
by way of the Boulevard Tract, but it 
appears now that the Glendale people 
have joined issues with the Cole syndi­ 
cate and will adopt the Garvauza route. 
The M onrovia Rapid Transit Road 
will be running trains into Pasadena be 
foro three m onths have passed by. The 
branch will le° /e the main line at Al­ 
ham bra aud work to that end is practi­ 
cally going on now, for the surveys Lave 
oeen completed and the work of con­ 
struction commenced. 
The Southern California Motor Road 
will, it is said, be extended from River­ 
side to Orange and then on to the sea. 
The project is a very feasible one, and 
the indications are that it will be carried 
out.The Pom ona and Elsinore road made 
a great deal of stir during the past year, 
hue nothing was done about it. It has 
been given out that the Southern Pacific 
will build the roau this year, aud there 
is no doubt that they had intentions of so 
doing, but whether or not they have 
abandoned the project, is not publicly 
known. W hen Senator Stanford was 
asked by a H erald man the other week 
if the road was to be constructed, he re­ 
plied, “ Not yet.” 
From Los Angeles to lluenem e is a line 
th at will certainly be built some day, 
although perhaps not this year. Accord­ 
ing to the survey the road will leave Los 
Angeles, then cross the 8&n Fernando 
Valley, and thence via the Santa Sus­ 
anna pass through the valleys of Simi 
and Las Posas to Hueneme.

No exact figures regarding the busi­ 
ness done by the Santa Fe in Southern 
California can be obtained, it being 
stated at the office that the pressure of 
business forbids any attem pt to furnish 
the newspapers with the information re­ 
quired. It may be noted, however, that 
the California Central and California 
Southern lines, which comprise the Santa 
Fe roads in this territory, have done 
a very excellent freight business, it 
being estimated by competent authorities 
ihat during the past year they have 
have handled over 145,000,000 pounds of 
eaBt-bonnd, and 210,000,000 of west­ 
bound through height. 
This means 
about $200,000 a month from the over­ 
land business alone, in addition to which 
must be added the local traffic, which is 
im mense. The company made a big bid 
for the rai6in business during the ship­ 
ping Reason, and ran special trains three 
times a week from Riverside, which was 
made the central shipping point.
